Miss  Ellen  Key.  a  Swedish  lady,  bas 
attracted  much  attention  iu  her  uative 
laud  by  her  efforts  to  ameliorate  the  con¬ 
dition  of  workiugmen  Jointly  with  Dr. 
Anton  Nystrom,  she  founded  the  Work¬ 
ingmen’s  institute  of  Sweden,  which 
now  owns  a  handsome  bu  ilding  in  Stock 
holm  and  branch  establishments  in  all 
tbe  provincial  towns.  It  bus  courses  of 
lectures  by  tbe  most  distinguished  liter¬ 
ary  and  scientific  authorities  of  the 
eonntry,  on  historical,  philosophical, 
aoientifio  aud  literary  subjects,  adapted 
to  the  comprehension  of  laboring  men, 
Who  attend  in  large  numbers. 

Swedish  literature  is  the  topic  treated 
by  Miss  Key,  who,  in  addition  to  her 
philanthropic  labors,  bas  done  literary 
work,  publishing  books,  chiefly  on  soci¬ 
ological  themes.  One  is  a  biography  of 
Anne  Charlotte  Lefller,  duchess  of  Cuia- 
uello,  who  is  widely  known  through  her 
■ketch  of  the  life  at  Sophie  Kovalevsky. 
No.  A  race  Miss  Key  is  a  sort  of  lay  confessor  of  the 
working  classes,  who  come  in  crowds 
every  Sunday  to  her  modest  lodging  to 
ronsnlt  her  on  every  possible  question, 
from  family  tiffs  to  controversies  about 
wages.  She  is  a  believer  iu  socialism  for 
Sweden,  bat  only  us  a  transitional 
means  to  larger  ends.  She  desires  the 
enfranchisement  of  women.  —  Woman's 
Journal.

Mrs.  Jean  Brooks  Greenleaf  of  Roch¬ 
ester  was  seen  by  a  reporter  recently, 
and,  asked  for  her  opinion  on  woman's 
rt-sponsi  bill  ties  at  the  present  time,  she 
replied : 

"That  citlaens  of  a  republio  have  de¬ 
volving  upon  them  duties  of  greater  mo¬ 
ment  than  those  which  devolve  upon 
people  of  a  different  form  of  government 
none  will  deny.  Under  an  absolute 
monarchy  submission  to  law  only  is  re- 
quired  and  the  exercise  of  a  restricted 
franchise,  iu  addition  to  submission,  if 
the  monarchy  be  limited.  In  a  true  re4 
public,  off  the  other  hand,  the  governing 
force  is  in  tbe  peoplo  themselves,  who 
must  choose  for  and  from  themselves  tbe 
rulers  fcbo  they  decide  will  best  under¬ 
stand  and  carry  out  their  wishes.  Tbe 
people,  therefore,  are  responsible.  Indi¬ 
vidually  and'  collectively,  for  good  or 
bad  govern  mental  conditions.  How  im¬ 
portant,  then,  that  the  franobbw  ahould 
be  exercised  in  a  thoughtful,  intelligent 
manner;  that  the  well  being  of  all  claas- 
e*  of  citizens  should  be  considered;  that 
the  conditions  most  favorable  for  the 
fonnative  penod  of  tbe  rising  genera¬ 
tion  should  be  closely  studied;  that  the 
ymzeus  of  the  future  should  be  fitted 
in  their  turn  to  assume  the  grand  re-
